The Housing Shortage— 
How to Prevent it 


New York City faces the worst housing 
shortage since the early 1920s. 


And a housing shortage means sky rocket 
rent-profiteering unless something is done 
about it in time. ; 

A survey conducted for Mayor LaGuardia 
and to be released shortly, shows that in 
apartments renting for $45 a month and 
under, the vacancy rate is only 2.3 per cent. 
And in some sections of the city, vacancies 
run under 1 per cent. 


And at least 25,000 apartments. con- 


demned by the city as unfit for habitation, 


remain occupied—in many cases at high 
rentals because the families living in them 
cannot find others within their incomes. 

If this newest housing shortage is not to 
become a Roman holiday for the rent sharks, 
the State Legislature must pass the emer- 
gency legislation introduced by Assembly- 
man Minkoff (A.L.P.) to safeguard smal! in- 
come families against excessive rent in- 
creases. 4 

Other steps to meet the situation would 
include legislation to prevent the charging 
of discriminatory rents to Negroes, and a 
ban on evictions where the landlord has not 
complied with the Multiple Dwelling Law or 
where the tenant is unemployed or involved 
in a labor dispute. 

Most important of all is the need to enact 
the measures introduced by the American 
Labor Party in the State Legislature and in 
the City Council for low-cost housing on a 
wide scale. These include a $500,000,000 
state housing program (of which some $300,- 
000,000 would go to the city) and a city pro- 
gram of construction totaling another $100,- 
000,000. :

In 1917 Bukharin defended a funda- 
mentally Trotzkyist view of the proletar- 
ian revolution, according to which the pro- 
letarian revolution must take place not 
only without the peasantry, but against 
the peasantry. B was the organ- 
izer of the group of “Left Communists,” 
which was an organization hostile to Bol- 
shevism. This hostility reached such a 
point that, as has now been established, 
Bukharin, together with Piatakov, the 
enemy of the people who has already been 
executed, and Trotzky, organized in 1918 
a plot against the Soviet power in league 
with the Left S-Rs with the intention of 
assassinating Lenin, Stalin and Sverdlov 
and placing Piat at the head of the 
government. '

famous attacks upon this decree of the 
Soviet Government.

Bukharin and a group of other “Left 
Communists” — Yakovleva, Stukov, Osin- 


sky—adopted a decision declaring that it 


was possible to agree to the “temporary 


loss“ of Soviet power because the Soviet 
power was only of “formal significance.” 


Lenin called this decision “strange and 
monstrous,” seeing in it an extreme ex- 


pression of confusion, pessimism, lack of 
pression of confusion, pessimism, lack of 


of the revolution.

The activities of the “Left Commu- 


nists” did tremendous harm to the Party 


and the Soviet power, to the entire people 
of.the land of Soviets, for.the Soviet Gov- 


ernment was compelled as the result of 


these activities to sign a peace treaty 
which imposed more difficult conditions 


and involved the loss of a vast amount of 


territory and a tremendous amount of 
property seized by the Germans. 


In 1920-1921 Bukharin, together with
